THERE IS no standstill in nature, 
and bulbs continue to grow even 


Fhen out of the ground, forming a : 


flower for the spring or summer. 

When buying bulbs, don’t leave 
them inside a nylon or paper bag. 
Just as we long for fresh air and 
space after being on a crowded bus, 
50 bulbs need air and space to 
revive. If-you cannot plant them im- 
mediately, store them in a cool. dry 
place. Otherwise they may soon 
become mouidy and spoiled. Prac- 
tically all a bulb needs to flower is 
already inside it: what you add — 
compost, soil, ete. — helps to develop 
the bulblets as well as a new bigger 
bulp with stored organic a for 

looming’ not coming flowering 
pcre the next. 

Many people believe that- the 
earlier bulbs are potted. the earlier 
the flowers will come and the better 
they will be. ue te is quite wrong. On 
the contrary, those potted the lest 
week of November will develop more 
quickly and easily and produce 
better blooms. I asked Mrs. Ada Tur- 
nowsky, the owner of the oldest seed 
shop in Jerusalem (established in 
1839), what she does with the bulbs 
left unsold. 

“I always wait till after the the 
end-of-December and I plant the few 
remaining bulbs in window boxes for 
my own pleasure. Until now they 
have never disappointed me. Ail 
have produced excellent flowers."" 

Why do bulbs planted in Jerusalem 
in the middie of January do so well? 
because bulbs are sensitive 
creatures. They behave according to 
what their tell them. When in 
early autumn the air is still warm, 
the bulbs, if potted then, become con- 
fused and start to develop flower 
buds instead of roots. If this 
happens, the bulbs will be starved 
later for lack of roots, Good root 
development is essential for best 
results, and roots grow only in cooler 
weather. 

When temperatures have dropped 
by the end of October, bulbs instinc- 
tively push down further Into the 
soil, feeling more comfortable in 
winter coolness (even at zero or 
below), and produce flowers at the 
correct time. It is better to have 
flowers a little late than none at all. 

The flowers below conclude our 
Mst of plants for gardening work in 
November. 

Puschkinia. Hbanotica. This little 
— known member of the lily family 
was'named for a Russian botanist 
and was first cultivated in Asia 
Minor. A relative of the acilla and the 
chionodoxa, it is not as showy as 
either; it has clusters of whitish 
flowers with a blue stripe down each 
petal. In fairly large numbers 
puschkinias make a nice display. 

This genus can be easily grown in 
full sun or shade. It is not 


registered as an Israeli wild flower, 


but in spring it covers wide areas 
trom Asiatic Turkey to Afghanistan. 


This little bulb will grow in every 
kind of soil. Plant at a depth of 2-3 
em. in groups of 10 or more.

Its 
light lemon colour adds beauty to 
rock and balcony gardens. 


Full sunshine is needed for good 
flowering. Its name, from the 
Greek, means sharp, an allusion to 
the strong acid content of the foliage. 
Its common name, sorrel f(hamizitz 
in Hebrew, meaning sour), is always 
associated with the wild species ox- 
aks corniculata, which In Israel 
appears as an-objectionable weed in 
many gardens. It multiplies so 
quickly that it can become a pest if 
not controlled. The seed pods remain 
under the leaves until the seeds are 
nearly ripe; then the pods rise above 
the leaves and expell their seeds to 
considerable distance. Remove the 
erect pod-bearing stems 85 soon as 
they appear and throw them into a 
dustbin. Never throw them on to a 
compost heap! The kind of oxalis 
offered in local seed shops is the 
pink-flowering, ozalis rosea, a 
native of Patagonia and the 
Falkland Islands, 


Freeala is a valuable bulbous plant 
blooming in winter and early sprite. 
There are white, orange, pink, red 
and purple freesias, as well as 
large flowered “guper-freesias” at 
nurseries and seed shops. Flace the 
bulbs (any mixture of light garden 
soil will be suitable) at such a depth 
that the tops are just below the level 
of the soil. 


All freesias are most fragrant. 
They fit well into hanging baskets 
and.are long-lasting, decorative ad- 
ditions to flower arrangements. 
Because of their tendency to bend, 
freesia stems should be supported by 
little sticks. Freesia grows well in a 
sunny position and in half shade. 

Ixia. Pretty multi-coloured pic- 
tures decorate the bulb packets 
offered in local seed shops. Often the 
nice pictures cover inferior bulbs. In 

™my experience, the ixia bulbs here 
have not been disappointing. They 
give what the pictures promise — 
very pretty flowers for the garden as 
well as for decoration. A sheltered 
location in full sun wil] produce most 
satisfactory results. 

Through the ages, explorers and 
merchants, notable plant  collec- 
tors, have discovered many wild 
plants that after years of cultivation 
added much beauty to our gardens. 
In South Africa, they found a little, 
plain-looking greyish bulb, which 
they called ixia (birdiime in Greek). 

ida foliage resembles thin grass 
and its flowers are little bells, which 
close at night and In cloudy weather. 
Ixia blooms in all the colours of the 
rainbow. Place bulbs 4-5 cm deep 
and 10-12 cm apart. For an attractive

Βρασασια is c ely related to the 
freesta, with similar flowers and 
foliage. Native to South Africa, like 
the ixia, it is well known as the 
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wandflower. The Greek name, 
ag raxcis (torn) 1s a reference to the . 
Pepery coat surrounding the bud. Its 
red or white flowers are not 
fragrant. The little white corms 
should be planted like txias. Like all 
little bulb flowers. sparaxis grows 
well in every soi], but prefers a light, 
sandy mixture. It needs sunshine to 
produce abundant and admirable 
flowers. Dutch growers have made 
great progress with sparaxis during 
the last 15 years and have come out 
with new species flowering in 
orange, dark crimson, purple and 
Meuve, as well as in colour com- 
binations. 


I WANT to point out again that all 
the bulb flowers described in this 
column on November 20 and today 
are not newcomers to this country. 
They are sold in local seed shops 
every year. If you cultivate them 
carefully and do not remove their 
leaves before they become dry and 
yellow. you will be able to 
“naturalize” them in a rock garden 
or to preserve the bulbs for next 
season. 

And one more plant, though not a 
bulb flower, for planting in 
November. 

Sweet Peas (lathyrus odoratus or 
topa rehanie or afuna rehanit in 
Hebrew). Although sweet peas in the 
sunny coastal plain have already 
started climbing, you can still sow 
them now (and perhaps even during 
December), especially in the hills. 
Prepare the soil well, digging to a 
depth of at least 25 cm. because the 
sweet pea is a deep-rooting plant. 
Fill the trench with a mixture of two 
parts sieved red soll, one part sand 
or vermiculite and one part compost. 

Sow the seeds in pairs, 3-5 cm deep 


, and 15 cm apart. These plants need 


support. The best means is a fence of 
chickenwire or plastic material. 
Sweet peas reach a height of 1%-2 
metres and need full sunshine. Fre- 
quent weedings and hoeings are 
beneficial for good flower produc- 
tion. 

You can buy packages with fixed 
colours or every colour separately. 
Choose from white, pink, red, purple 
and blue, as well as two-colour com- 
binations. AJI sweet peas are most 
fragrant. They need no manure, 
because they themselves produce all 
the nitrogen they need. A good addi- 
tion is a light feeding with 
superphosphate three times during 
the growing period of approximately 
three months. You can also start 
seeds in yoghurt cups and plant them 
together with the root ball near a 
wire fence when they reach a height 
of about 15 cm. 

Every year new and bigger 
species of this flower appear in‘the 


. seed shops. The most popular 


species is “Zvolanek,"’ with long 
strong stems and many flowers on 
each stem. Other kinds are

Airlines parry the attack on fare prices by charter operators 
Charters no magic cure for tourism 


years ago, there is not a single 
charter to Israel coming out of that 
area. . 

‘True,"' commented another 
agent, ‘‘the low-cost fares in- 
troduced by ἘΠῚ Al and TWA have all 
but killed the need for charters."" 
The same may well heppen with 
tourism from Canada. For as low as 
$490 travellers from the U.S. can 
make the round-trip New York-Tel 
Aviv. Charters could hardly match 
that fare, while the travellers on El 
Al or TWA have the benefit of 
travelling on a scheduled airline. 
Many Canadians now join the New 
York flights. 

- It is apparent that the forecast by 
the Israel Hotels Association, of 


. some 200,000 tourists arriving by 


charters in 1979, is certainly wide of 
the mark. Prospects of a bumper 
wmas and New Year holiday season 
also seem rather dim; quite a 
number of cancellations have 
already come in. 

If charters are not the cure, what 
then is the best way to treat Israel's 
tourism problems? 

Scharf explained that from the 
very start, there was a Jack of plan- 
ning — especially for massa tourism. 
Mostly. five-star hotels were con- 
structed, all directed to the higher- 
budget tourist. What we need badly, 
are three- and four-star hotels, and, 
many of them, he added. “‘For one 
high-budget tourist there are ten in 
the low budget bracket.” 

Salo Scharf and other tourism 
leaders are convinced that for a 
healthy tourism Industry an entirely 
new tourism infrastructure has to be 
created. é : 


Few healthy places to eat 


— those who did not come in contact 
with the guests — had dirty clothing 
and aprons. 

However, the manager of the hotel 
complained about one problem 
regarding the Health Ministry. 
Although he sent all workers for 
health checkups, he was never 

led with a statement giving 
them a clean bill of health. When he 
questioned the ministry, he was told 
not to worry as long as he did not 
hear from them. 

Dr. Avi Ellenceweig, the ministry 
official in charge of the gurvey, said 
that the Health Ministry is 
generally unhappy with the 
municipal inspection now man- 
datory for restaurants.

Call to coordinate scientific research

Scientific research in Israel for 
civilian purposes should be more 
coordinated in future, Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'l told the 
Cabinet yesterday. Two means to 
this end would be the appointment of 
a Chief Government Scientist and 
the formation of a Committee of 
Ministers for Science and 
Technology. 

The Cabinet yesterday began a 
general debate on the organization 
end management of government 
research, led by Moda't. 

Moda'i noted that the last 
reorganisation was carried out on 
the basis of a report in 1988 sub- 
mitted by the late Prof. Aharon Kat- 
zir (killed in the Lod Airport 
massacre). Three separate fields 
were mapped out then: research at 
scientific and academic Institutions; 
research controlled by the chief 
scientists of various ministries; and 
research controlled by the National 


Council for Research and Develop- 
ment. 

However, Moda’l said, no com- 
prehensive national e for 
research had ever been drafted or 
implemented in the subsequent 
decade. 

For the year ending March 1979, he 
said, a total of 112,700m. had been 
budgeted In all three above spheres 
for civilian research projects. 

Moda'l, who got the National Coun- 
cil for Research and Development 
transferred to his ministry from the 
Prime Minister's Office, has evolved 
anew concept of the role of research 
and development planning and 
would like a Chief Government 
scientist to be appointed, who would 
get Cabinet approval] each year for 
ongoing and future research 
Programmes and funding. 

He also wants the National Council 
to coordinate all major measures 
affecting the bodies in all the three 
main research fields.

Hot air and cold winds 


EVERY now and then, at fairly regular intervals, some agency 
of the Soviet Government will invite an unrepresentative 
delegation of more-or-less prominent Israelis to visit the Soviet 
Union. 

On such an occasion it is customary to point out that, while 
no dramatic improvement in Soviet-Israeli relations is to be ex- 
pected in the absence of a Middle Kast peace, some definite 
ayo meves towards a thaw are observable and that it would 

be unwise for Israel to ignore them. 

Roughly the same observation is usually made upon the con- 
clusion of such a visit, when the Israeli delegation has rum the 
standard gamut of official receptions and trips to synagogues, 
and has had its fill of well-rehearsed profeasions of Soviet com- 
mitment to the cause of peace and of Soviet assurances of 
freedom of religion to Jewish people. 

The same pattern seems to be followed by the latest group 
now completing a tour at the invitation of the Soviet Peace Com- 
mittee, Its four Knesset Members include two from Rakah,

Neither the political credentials nor the political acumen of 
either Mr. Melamed or Mr. Sarid is here in question. In a brief 
radio broadcast from Russia on Saturday Mr. Sarid took pains 
not to sound overly optimistic; he warned that the renewal of 
ties between Moscow and Jerusalem would be “alow and 


gradual. 

For ail his caution, however, Mr. Sarid seemed confident that 
there was at least incipient change in that direction on the 
Soviet side. A similar, even more outspoken, opinion to that 
effect was voiced by former UN Ambassador Chaim Herzog in 
Tel Aviv last Friday. 

Perhaps the wisest course for Israel is to work on the assump- 
tion that this may indeed turn out to be true. Certainly it would 
pe most unwise for Israel to seek to exorcise Soviet hostility 
through studied indifference to even patent Soviet overtures. 

Israel cannot s0 easily escape the Soviet presence. The Soviet 
Union remains the home of the second largest Jewish diaspora, 
and it remaina as well a superpower with 2 high stake in the dis- 
position of the Middle East. These facts must be squarely faced. 

But the fact must also be faced that the Soviet regime is 
profoundiy hostile to Iisrhel, and that this hostility is not 
mitigated by an occasional liberalization, as is the case today, 
cf practices in the grant of exit permits to Jews. The Kremlin is 
well aware that most of these emigrants currently wind up 
elsewhere than in Israel, and the gesture is aimed at the U.S. in 
the context of detente. 

A meaningful change, however incipient, in the Soviet at- 
titude towards Israel would be indicated by a shut-down, even if 
gradual, of the vast ‘‘anti-Zionist” industry, that is churning out 
masses of some of the filthiest vituperation in the entire history 
of anti-Semitism; and by a reversal of course in the Middle 
East, where Soviet policy has been based on alliance with the 
most uncompromisingly belligerent elements in the Arab world. 
- For the moment, there is no sign of either happening. Soviet 
anti-Semitism is riding as high as, if not higher than, ever; and 
in the Middle East, part of the reason the Soviets have turned 
sour on the Iraqis and the Syrians is because, in the recent 
Baghdad Rejectionist Summit, they agreed to a relatively 
moderate formula pushed by the conservative Arab regimes. 

It will thus take something more than a display of Russian 
hospitality to persuade most Israelia that a genuine change in 
Soviet intentions is really underway.

THIRDLY (and this is the most ta.

that came under its control in 1967. 

The doves, on the other hand, 
never beHeved that we would be able 
to have our cake and eat it. One 
should add that despite distortions 
and misrepresentations, the Israeli 
dovish position never maintained 
that Israel] should return the 
territories to Arab control un- 
ilaterally, without peace. The 
said something different: If and 
when an Arab country or an Arab 
leader will be ready for peace, then, 
and only then, will Israel be faced 
with the agonizing diiemma of choos- 
ing between peace and territories. 
Then, and only then, in the context of 
peace negotiations, will Israel have 
to make that choice, and then, and 
only then, will this be a real choice — 
but Israel will have to make it. 

The hawks, on the other hand,

As Menahem Begin said 
again and again, before and after he
